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REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the very thorough consideration given 
the present application. 

Claims 2 and 3 are now present in this application. Claim 2 is 
independent. 

Claim 1 has been canceled and 2 has been re-written in independent 
form. No new matter is involved. 

Reconsideration of this application, as amended, is respectfully 
requested. 

Rejection undetL3£ TL&.C. §103 

Claim 1 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent 1,591,678 to Garris in view of U.S. Patent 1,943,893 to Johnson 
and further in view of U.S. Patent 4,957,125 to Yaneza. This rejection is 
respectfully traversed as moot because claim 1 has been canceled. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection of claim 1 are respectfully 
requested. 
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Claims 2 and 3 

The Office Action indicates that claims 2 and 3 contain allowable subject 
matter and states that claims 2 and 3 would be allowed if they were re-written in 
independent form. Applicant respectfully submits that claims 2 and 3 are 
allowable because claim 2 has been re-written in independent form and because 
claim 3 depends from claim 2.
